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ALLOWANCE 

1. Claims 1, 2, 4-14, and 16-22 (renumbered as 1-20) are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

3. The prior art of record fails to teach or suggest the claimed invention individually or in 
combination the limitation of wherein the display screen is divided into the search window and 
the edit window when the user selects an edit menu in the program application, wherein the 
search window and the edit window provide different menus when either the search window or 
the edit window is respectively selected by a user, as set forth in claims 1, 12, and 20. 

4. The closest prior art, Moriwake et al., discloses a hierarchical editing system comprising 
a clip tree window. However, Moriwake does not teach or suggest the limitations cited above as 
being free of any prior art when read in the claims as a whole.
